LISTED DURING YEAR 


64,000 Fishermen, 13,000 Hunters, 19,000 Winter 
Sports Enthusiasts Included In Group; 
190,000 Others Checked Passing Through 


Interesting highlights on recrea- 
aional activities in the Eldorado 
National Forest are gleaned from 
Statistics released by Edwin F. 
Smith, Forest Supervisor. The forest 
played host to over 320,000 visitors 
in all districts during 1938, this sumi- 
mer home residents and their guests, 
hotel and resort guests, campers and 
sportsmen of all species, and Pic- 
nickers. 

The Lake Valley district, which 


, district starts at McKinney’s on the 


west shore of Lake Tahoe and ex- 
tends to the Nevada line on the 
south, and down Highway No. 50 to 
a point near Camp Sacramento, ac- 
counted for over 50 per cent of 
these visitors. In the number of 
days per person spent on the for- 
est, summer home owners and their 
guests, naturally lead all others, en- 
joying an average of 10 days apiece. 
Hotel and resort guests tied with 


;campers and sportsmen, with an 


average of 5 days apiece, with pic- 
nickers, of course, spending only a 
day at a time. The great major- 
ity of campers and sportsmen took 
of the many public 


campgrounds where facilities have 
been installed by the Forest Serv- 
ice for the convenience and use of 
the general public without charge. 

Best available estimates indicate 
that 20 per cent of the forest visit- 
ors came expressly to fish, 4 per 
cent to hunt, while 6 per cent came 
to enjoy winter sports, the remain- 
ing 70 per cent made up of motor- 
ists, horsemen, hikers, and others 
bent on general rather than specific 
pleasures, 

In addition to the above, there 
were about 190,000 passers-through, 
mostly motorists, who just passed 
through the National Forest in the 
course of their journey to other 
points.

STATE RELIEF 
CHANGE ASKED 


Bill To Consolidate 
Assistance Work Is 
Offered In Assembly 


SACRAMENTO— Assemblywoman 
Jeanette Daley, San Diego, today 
introduced in the assembly a bill 
designed to consolidate all relief and 
all public welfare activities of the 
State as well as the county govern- 
ments into one permanent program 
of public assistance, with new ar- 
rangements for joint financing and 
administration. 

This measure presents in bill form 
recommendations of the Coordina- 
tion Committee on Relief, adopted 
by majority action of official del- 
egates from twelve major Statewide 
‘organizations, who have made an 
intensive study of the relief prob- 
lem over the past year. 

Under the proposed measure, the 
present powers and duties of the 
State Relief Administration would 


be transferred to the State Depart- 
ment of Social Welfare, under the 
Social Welfare Board reorganized 
into policy making board. 

In additnon to the jointly financ- 
ed “categorical aids” to needy aged, 
blind, and dependent children, now 
administered by county welfare de- 
partments under supervision of the 
Social Welfare Board, and locally 
financed indigent relief to unem- 
Ployables now unsupervised, the 
county welfare departments would 
administer direct relief to employ- 
ables, under state supervision. 

In El Dorado county last year 
the county’s share of aids to needy 
aged, blind, and orphans, plus di- 
rect aid to indigent “unemployables” 
amounted to $52,775 or an equivalent 
tax rate of 34 cents per $100 assess- 
ed valuation. 

Under the finineing plan Propos- 
ed, with the county 5 
per cent of the outlay to cases for 
unemployment and indigent relief 
and the categorical aids below the 
Protective limit established ‘El Do- 
rado county’s share of these out- 
lays would have been $34,474, or an 
equivalent to a tax rate of 22 cents 
per $100. 

Hospital and medical care, capital 
outlays, and other programs would 
have remained unchanged.

Marshall Cabin Fails To Thrill, 
Oakland Writer Confesses 


A. E. Anderson, who conducts a 
daily column, “The Homan Side Of 
It,” in The Oakland Post-Enquirer, 
reports as follows in the issue of 
January 11th: 


If you drive over the foothill roag 
from Placerville to Auburn you pass 
very close to a spot where some- 
thing happened that marked a turn- 
ing point not only in the history of 
this state but of the entire nation 
as well. The spot is the place near 
Coloma where James Marshall dis- 
covered gold on January 24, 1848, 
in the south fork of the American 
river. 

A monument now marks the site 
of this momentous discovery. But 
far more moving than the monu- 
ment, said a romantic friend with 
whom I was recently driving in that 
region, is the rude little cabin in 
which Marshall lived while he was 
building a saw-mill down on the 
river bank for John Sutter, his em- 
ployer. 

Several in our party had seen the 
monument but not the cabin, and 
since dt stands on a hillside only a 
quarter-mile or so above the high- 
way, our eager romanticist suggest- 
ed parking the car and climbing up 
to look at the cabin. 

Or rather we parked two cars, for 
there were eight of us in all. Picture 
therefore eight people in winter 


wraps and overcoats straggling along 


up a hill to look at the remains of 


‘an old cabin that even in its best 


days was not exactly a remark- 
able structure. 

Our romantic guide sensed the 
skeptical mood of most of the party, 
for she said: “I always feel like 
such a fool when I take people to 
see something I’m enthusiastic about 
and suddenly realize they’re not go- 
ing to be enthusiastic. It’s only an 
empty old cabin, and if you don’t 
feel anything—well, you don’t feel 
anything, that’s all.” 

Thus prepared we weren’t partic- 
ularly let down when we reached 


the celebrated cabin and saw that 
it really was nothing but a little 
board hut such as you'll find on 
many a run-down ranch. Its only 
difference from any other cabin of 


the sort was a high wire fence all 
around it to keep people from go- 
ing in to carry off pieces of it for 
souvenirs. 

All around the wire fence is a 
footpath made by pilgrim feet. It 
reminded me of the path cows 
track around a corral from which 
they’re excluded. If you peered 
through the wires you could make 
out a lot of initials carved on the 
walls before the fence had been 
built and one rather usual feature 
in such a cabin: a flight of stairs 
going up to what was presumably 
a loft. 

| Having seen all this there was 
| really nothing else to do but turn 
| around and start back for the cars. 
| Our romanticist must have got 
_something out of it the rest of 
us failed to reach or, having visited 
it before, she would never have led 
us up there as if towards something 
we would tell our grandchildren 
about. 

Perhaps we were deliberately re- 
sisting the romantic mood. People 
are mean that way and refuse to 
get enthusiastic where the enthu- 
‘siasm is too enticingly held out to 
them like bait. I'll admit that if I 
had stumbled across that cabin 
while wandering in the hills and if 
I had unexpectedly learned that this 
was the cabin of the carpenter and 
wheel-wright whose accidental dis- 
covery of gold brought great tides of 
frantic humanity sweeping towards 
our western shore I might have been 
stirred. 

But to climb a hill as towards a 
shrine and come to a shabby little 
shack—well, I simply failed to thrill. 
I’d rather hunt mushrooms or catch 
a fish. 

And yet if anybody started pull- 
ing that cabin down for firewood 
I'd be indignant and protest. I 
want to know it’s preserved there, 
but can get along without seeing it.

The legislature adjourns on Wed- 
nesday of this week for the interim 
recess and will reconvene again for 
the second half of the fifty-third 
session 011 Monday, March 6th. 

This week’s short session saw the 
appointing of committees in the As- 
sembly by Speaker Paul Peek, the 
presentation of the administration’s 
budget with Governor Olson’s re- 
commendations including his views 
on such issues as taxation and di- 
rect relief and a battle in the As- 
sembly on the Senate Joint Resolu- 
tion opposing the proposed Kings 
River Canyon National Park. 

The matter of relief is one of the 
biggest problems which will face the 
legislators this session while the 
matter of taxation is of equal im- 
portance. 

There is considerable opposition in 
the Assembly to aliens receiving re- 
lief. There are two sides to this 
alien relief question to be con- 
sidered and one of them is that 
many of the aliens on relief have 
American born children. You can- 
not cut these aliens off relief with- 
out injuring their American born 
children. Personally the writer 
wishes that some way could be 
found in which to cut aliens off. If 
an alien has lived in this country 
for twenty or thirty years without 


| becoming a citizen we fail to see 


why he should have equal relief 
rights with citizens.
